A budget-conscious market 


Mi Beck finds that folding takes 
up the equivalent of one person's 
time, since a second person 1s needed 
to heip fold the bigger pieces.

One unexpected development in 
the opening weeks of the quick SeTN 
ice operation was the predominance 
of 8- and 9 pound bundles.
